We ure yours to suffer and to tri- 
umph."

8. W. BARBEE WRITES UP 
THE ARMY IN THAT CITY. 

Tho Iilstory of tho Salvation Army 
in Great Falls dates bach three yenrs. 
In March, 180S, Messrs. Osloy and 
Jackson, of the Helena, Montana, 
corps, pioneered the work here by 
holding a sertes of meetings. Jack- 
son was a reformed drunkard, and 
for moro tban a yean after the Army 
corps was organized remained In na- 
tive Co- operation with It, and Is now 
a wVirkar la tho corps at Mlseouta, 
Montana. Oxloy, or, as ho was more 
familiarly known, " Nervy Jim," was 
a convert iroin the worst forms of 
dissipation. Including druukoniiess, 
gambling, a-id the optera iiublt. TBie 
Army found him In Helena a total 
wreck, and dying by Inches, and after 
days and nights of faithful wntchlsg 
and praying they were permitted, 
under God, to see him again on hie 
foot and n soldier, fighting nnder the 
banner of tho yellow, red nnd blue. 
From noma cr uso ho became disaffect- 
ed by-and-byo toward the people who. 
had done so mnrh for him, and, quit- 
ting tboro, he Joined tbo MethuiKat 
Episcopal chnrch, and Is now a preach- 
er la the ppstoral relation In that 
Church. I have benrd from bis own 
lips the story of hid life and the self- 
Kacrl'lclng work tho Army performed 
to reclaim and save him, and It Is a 
great surprise that the remainder of 
hla ltf» work slinnld not have been 
among tho people who sacrificed so 
much for hlin, 

The Army corps was organized at 
Great Falls by Captain Smith and 
Cadot Miller In May, 1893. I/eat. Lin- 
coln reinforced them about two weeks 
later. Tho organization was effected 
la a lrame buUdlng on Second avenno 
South, bat nfter two weeks a larger 
hall hi the Gore Block, FIrat avenue 
E|outh and Park Drive, was rented at 
fifty dollars per mouth. Capt. Smith, 
who was In charge or the corps at 
this time, had been a cowboy, and 
his fathor, a well-to-ito rancher at 
the tlino of lib) conversion, tried to 
persuade liliu. not to Join tho Army 
and become an officer thereof; prom- 
ising htiu that ho would set hkn up 
In busliiissB If ho would comply with 
hie wishes In tbln regard. But young 
Smith hud, mado up his mind to be 
a eoIdlBr, and after having been pro- 
moted to the rank at Captain, bo was, 
In tho coarse of time, stationed .at 



Great Falls, and did some fine work 
In tho service of tho Master while 
here. 

The corps now was without a lead- 
er, and remained so ror about two 
weeks, when Captain Candler and L&n- 
teaant Slegte assumed control. Soon 
after Capt. Candler took charge the 
barracks was removed to a place on 
Centra! avenue.
